made new homes, and partly among 
the natives in the villages iu the inte- 
rior where all the *urronndings have 
been heathen. These three classes 
have been reached in about equal pro- 
portion by the Metbodist missions. 
On the Congo and in Angola the mis- 
ions have been chiefly to the natives,

| the Proccenton of ches miatons' 
in Africs the length of «ervice of the 
missionaries has generally been very 
*hort, terminating before the native 
language could be learned, or much 
moceasful work accomplished. Many 
of the missionaries neither by nature 
or gract have been fitted for the mis- 
mon work in Africa. Hence the re- 
slts obtained have been secured by a 
large outlay of men aud money. Still 
we are thankful for the good wrought 
and the wisdom learned. 
AFRICAN METHODIST EPISCOPAL 

MISSION, 

The only mission in Africa of the 
African Methodist Episcopal Ziou 
Church is in Liberia, which in May, 
1892, reported as missionaries Rev. 
Andrew Cartwright and wife, aided by 
ons local preacher. There were also 
reported -$ixty-eight members at 
Brewersville, Monrovia and Cape Pat- 
mas, and a day «chool at Brewersville 
of forty pupils. The mission was 
commenced by Mr. Cartwright in 
1876, and has struggled on under many 
discouragements. It is now «aid to be 
improving. 

AFRICAN METHODIST EPISCOPAL MISSION, 

The African Methodist Episcopal 
Church sent its first mi«sionary to 
Africa in 1877. Work was commenced 
in Liberia, and afterward extended 
north into Sierra Leone, 

In 1891 Bisbop H. I. Turner weut 
to Africs; and in November of that 
year organized the Merra Leone An 
nual Conference at Freetown, Sierra 
Leone, and the Liberia Annnal Con- 
ference at Mnhlenberg, Liberia. 

The Sierra Leone Cynference at that 
time reported five appointments, «ix

WESLEYAN METHODIST MISSIONS, 


The Wesleyan Methodists of the 
United States have but one mission it 
Africa. It is in Sierra Leone and was 
commenced in 1889, The report made 
of the mission is as follows; The first 
missionary sailed March 10, 1889. Tt 
was Rev. CA. „Hall. Since then 
Rev. H. W. Johnston and wife, Rev. 
J. B. Omerod and Alice Harris, M. 
D., have reinforced the mission, bat 
Mr. Omerod and Dr. Harris have since 
retnrned They all went to Freetown 
and have established a station about 
two hundred miles interior, toward 
the Soudan. The $statiou is named 
Bombali There have been three or 
four baptizns and the outlook is en- 
couraging. In Jauuary, 1892, there 
was but a native hut on the mission 
land. Now «a mission house and two 
other honses for families have been 
erected and a «chool opened. About 
$5,000 is expended annually for the 
benefit of the mission. Rev. J. R. 
Hodges, of Texas, has been appointed 
* mercuary aud will soon go to. the 
mission. The report for the past year 
made by missionary, Rev. Mr. John- 
ston, «ys; 

The first balf of the year the work 
was meager, owing to the necexsity for 
the erection of suitable baildings, ete., 
on the mission land. Work the last 
half consisted of, first, street preach- 
ing in Rokunso. Second, public wor- 
hip every morning in the mission 
house. Third, preaching to gronps of 
strangers and visitors at irregular in- 
tervals. Fonrth, visiting from house 
to house in Rokunso. Fifth, itinerat- 
ing to neighboring towus to preach. 
Sixth, private instruction to five pu- 
pils connected with the mission. Fif- 
teen. towns have been visited, and 
hundreds of people have heard of Jesus 
Christ, the world's Redeemer. "" 

Three lessous have been taught aud 
partly learned by the American Meth- 
odist churches in the prosccution of 
their African mission: 

First. The missionaries sent to Africa 
should be strong physically, mentally, 
spiritnally. The missions have-euffered 
greatly from the early death of the 
missionaries, or their sickness and 
speedy return, The first Methodist 
missionary sent was in such poor 
health that even in the United States 
he was obliged to rest from the toils of 
the pastorate three-fourths of the year. 
Who wonders that his active misstona- 
ry life in Africa lasted only thirty-six 
days, and that these were followed by 
one hundred days of sickness and lan- 
guishing, then death aud a grave in 
Africa? The experiment has been of- 
ten repeated, but with a like result. 
Workers are needed strong enough 
physically to endure the Afri- 
can fever and the necessary acclima- 
tion; strong enough mentally not to 
expose themselves to unnecessary risks; 
strong enough spiritually not to yield 
to homesickness, but evermors rejojc- 
ing in being permitted to work for 
Christ in Africa; and workers are 
needed who will be able to give their 
whole time to the winning of souls 
while the church at home provides all 
neoesenry physioal comforts and sonde 
up constantly prayers to heaven in 
their behall.

But iu every instance some non-essential lasue, or definition of some term, Ir 
magaified technicality, has intervened, and the object sought, and 80 much desired. 
bas been foiled, thus perpetuating « species of ecclesiastic feudalizm which has 
weakened and retarded our religious influence among the people, and in some in- 
andes, has been productive of reults paiufully siaful, Too frequently we have 
eugaged in a competitive warfare, whore nothing was at #taks but the ambition of 
denomiaational conquest. Especially has this been the case with many of our mia- 
isters aud lay members. 

Our two last General Conferences which met iu Philadelpbis and Pittsburgh, Pa. 
respectively, created a joint commission, oonsisting of tweive members each, repre- 
| venting these bodies respectively; in the month of May, 1892, which twenty-four 
comalssioners met and deliberated io Harrieburg, Pa. While this commission did 
not reach a basis of organic union wholly satisfactory to each General Conference, 
they did flaally evolve such prospective terms aud agreement, as enabled them to 
decide upon a name. This bitberto insurmountable diffliculty, having been over- 
come, the further disposition of terms, conditions and arrangements for ofganic un- 
ion, were referred t) the two Episcopal Councils combined, and orderet to be sub:

Marine Engines For Land Service. 


An interesting departure in engin- 
eering is the introduction of marine 
engines for land service. One of the 
great electric illuminating companies, 
it appears, has adopted them in its 
work, and concerning their economy 
in respect to space and power it is re- 
ported that the land engine takes up 
dome ten times as much space as & ma- 
rine engine, and the marine quadruple 
expansion engine has ten times the 
heating surface of the land engine. 
Farther, the new quadruplex two crank 
expansion engine is twice as powerful 
as the triple expansion three crank en- 
gine, cccnpies also 30 per cent less 
room and carries regularly 210 pounds 
of steam. The land engine carries only 
80 or 90 pounds of steam and gets one 
horsepower ont of from 4 to 10 pounds 
of anthracite coal, while the quadrn- 
ple expansion marine engine develops 
one horsepower out of I pounds of 
Welsh coal—tbat is, according to 
these dats, the land engine requires 
from two to four times as much coal 
as the marine engine to produce the 
ename power. — Age of Steel.

An Easy Electrical Experiment. 


Take a glass, expose it to the fire 80 
that it sball be perfectly dry and place 
it upside down upon a table. After- 
ward take a tray, perfectly dry, and 
place it upon the glass in such a way 
that it shall preserve its equilibrium. 
Finally take a sheet of paper slightly 
smaller than the tray, heat it and rub 
it rapidly with « brush, and it will be- 
come quickly electrified. Then place 
it upon the tray. 

An electrical machine will thus have 
been constructed without any expense. 
If the finger be brought near the tray, 
a «park will appear. This spark will 
be so much the brighter and the series 
of sparks will be so much the longer 
in proportion as the glass and tray are 
drier. 

If, while the sparks are being drawn 
from the tray, the room be darkened, 
these sparks will appear extremely 
brilliant. 


Good Inventions. 


One of the most valuable inventions 
was made by « New England woman 
who lived for many years in Washing- 
ton. In 1843 Mrs, Naucy M. John- 
son sold ber patent of an ice cream 
freezer for 81,500. She was the first 
to utilize the idea of turning a handle 
for churning the cream, and the later 
improvements are modifications of her 
patent. Before this a spoon was used. 
Mrs. Johnson lived on Twelfth street, 
and at her death sbe bequeathed the 
valuable scientific library of her hus- 
band, who had been a professor of 
chemistry at the Smithsonian institu- 
tion, to that building. 

„Another Washington woman pat- 
entee is Mrs, William H. Dodge, of 
Capital hill, the wife of the well 
known patent lawyer, who invented 
an improved ice pitcher, which has 
met with great success. This pitcher 
is provided with a concave extension 
rim around the bottom to hold the 
moisture which gathers on the outside 
and to prevent it from trickling down 
on the table. — Washington Poet.
